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TO FURNISH FOOD 


These families, many of whom were on relief ‘rolls before coming into the 
program, have emerged from the shadows of yesterday's breadlines to take their 
Place in the Nation's food production line. Four years ago they could nob pro- 
duce or buy food in sufficient quantity and variety to maintain and protect 
health. Many had never had a garden or owned a cow, Some had to learn to drink 
milk, and how to milk and care for the cow as well. ‘he experience of alll fam- 
ilies in producing and preserving foods was limited, With assistance they have 
improved their own dietary standards and in many instances are producing a: sur-- 
plus of food that goes to help feed Amsrica and its allies. 


Before coming on the program in 1938, project families in Laurens County, 
Ga. canned an average of only 49 quarts of food per family, whereas during 194]- 
42 crop~year these same families canned an_average of 381 quarts, an increase of 
678 percents 1/ In 1938, approximately nine-tenths of the families were without 
milk cows; by 1942 less than one=tenth were without cowa: and mest of the fam 
had as many as two. The average number of hogs owned by. the families in 1938 was 
only one, with one-third having none; by 1942 all families owned_one or more and 
the average for the group was 7 ner family. During the same period\the mumber of 
chickens increased from 27. to 52, the production of dried peas and beans inersased 
from an average of 38 pounds to 450 pounds per family, and syrup from 13 to 34 
galions. In 1938, less than half of the families had gardens and used fresh home= 
produced foods an average of only 2 months of the year. During the last crop- 
year all the families grew a 12-months garden and had fresh home~produced food 
throughout the years 
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Aside from producing an adequate food supply these Georgia families have 
now acquired the equipment and knowledge that enablen jem to prepare it properly. 
In 1938, not a single family had ever owned or operated a pressure cooker or a 
hand mill. Today all the families own pressure cookers and know how to use them 
in canning and preparing nourishing hot meals. Hand mills are almost as popular 
as the pressure cookers which are prized so highly by the families that they are 
referred to as "precious cookers.'"' The families use the hand mills to make their 
own peanut butter, to grind corn meal and whole wheat flour and, to chop feed 
for their chickens and livestock, The project supervisors feel that it is now 
easy for the families to plan well-balanced and nourishing diets. 4s they have 
been encouraged to produce a greater variety of foods care has been taken to fol~ 
low through to see that the families know how to prepare and use these foods. Av 
a food-demonstration meeting held at the beginning of the program, seven of the 
homemakers had never seen carrots and others had never eaten them, At another 
meeting held a year later a group consisting of approximately the same families 
were asked to name some food they now enjoyed that they did not like or eat before 
ecmine into the program. The most frequent answer was "creamed carrots." 


In Orange County, Vio, the project families carried out a mch larger 
camming and storage program during the year than during any previous period before 
or since coming into the program. The average cash value of home products consumed 
on the farm before acceptance was $166. In 1940 the amount increased to $441, and 
by 1941 a further increase to $479 had occurred, 


1/ Most of the farming activities of femilies discussed in this report begin with 
the planting season during March of each year. Hence, in measuring progress made 
by them from year to year, the crop-year from March 1 through February 28 is used. 
This is the period meant in this report by the terms “crop-year" and "years" 
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The increase in production and preservation of food since the inception 
of the program: is shown jin Table 1.

In San Miguel County, Noe Mex., an average of only 33 quarts por family was 
canned the year previous to coming inte the program. During the last cropyear 
an average of 325 quarts per femily was canned, or a total increase of 885 per- 
cent. During the sams period the quantity of stored foods increased from an 
average of 21 pounds per family to 491 pounds, or a total increase of 2,238 per- 
cent. The families are now raising their omn bread and cereal supply, have their 
wheat processed into whole grain flour, and their white and blue corn made into 
different grades of meal to be used for mush, tortillas, and tomales, At the 
inception of the program only 5 families had milk cows; now 34 families have cows 
producing sufficient milk for home use. Families who cannot keep cows usually 
obtain their milk supply by milking one or two goats, During the last year flocks 
of 25 to 30 chickens have been doubled and famijies who previously kept only one 
hog are now raising two or more. 


Project families in Thurston County, Washo, canned an average of only 30 
quarts of food per person the year pervious to coming on the program, whereas 
during the crop~year 1941-42 an average of 112 quarts per person was canned. 
The progress that has been made in food preservation is brought out in Table 2.

The percentage increase in per capita production of food in Beltrami 
County, Minn., during the 1941-42 crop=year, over that of 1940-41 is as fol- 
dows: milk and cream 24 percent; lean meat 30 percent; eges 19 percent; to~ 
matoes 67 percent; other vegetables 39 percent, and potatoes § percent.

That the families themselves ara aware of the improvement in their diets 
is found in the following quotations, "We are not as hungry for things as we 
used to be. We don't crave certain things any more." ‘This is the first year 
we have ever had enough vegetables to last to the next garden season." 


The majority of the families in Knox County, Kyo, have doubled or more 
than doubled their production of food during the year, For example, one family 
of 6, who canned 2.0 quarts of foods in 1940, canned 500 quarts in 1941. An- 
other family of 8, who canned only 70 quarts in 1939, canned 240 quarts in 1941, 
and in addition stored 75 bushels of potatoes, 2 bushels of beets, 5 bushels of 
apples, 80 pounds of dried apples, 32 gallons sulphured apples, 80 pounds of 
dried beans, and $ bushel of dried sweetpotatoes. 


In Grayson County, Va. the average number of quarts of food canned per 
family the year before coming into the program was only 216; the average in 


1941 was 421 quarts. One family, who canned only 77 quarts before, warner! ee, quarts 


in 1941. To conserve cans this family refilled fruit and vegetable jars with 
winter apples and meats as soon as they were emptied, 


All but two project families in this area produced sufficient corn meal 
for home use during the year; before this, most of the corn meal was purchased. 
Although the climate and soil are not Suitable for profitable ylelds of wheat, 


The quantity beans dried for home use increased from an average of 18 pounds per 
family to 33 pounds per family during the 1941-42 cropyear. 


poverty-stricken families vere formerly operating far bellow their capacity. This 
appears particularly significant at present when it is a wartime necessity that 
the efforts of avery farn family throughout the country be completely mobilized 
to help meet the growing demand for more food. 
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MEETING WARTIME NEEDS 


Given an opportunity to make the most of their inherent capabilities, 
these families n& only have demonstrated a capacity for producing a better Liv- 
ing for themselves; they have also shown noticeable initiative in making adjust- 
nents Polen, have strengthened their ability te contribute more effectively to the 
war effort. 


Supervisors in Laurens County, Ga., report that almost all of the project 
fanilies are eager to produce a greater quantity of food and livestock to aid in 
winning the war. During the 1941-42 crop-year all the project families planted 
an average of 7 acres of peanuts, whereas during the previous crop-year less than 
half raised peanuts ~ the average number of acres planted by the group was only 
ah As shown in table 4 the production of livestock ad poultry has been stepped 
up also.

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Every farily raises dent corn, amber cme, millet, and rape for their hogs 
cows, and poultry. Small hand mills are used to grind livestock feed which the 
families mix themselves, The new practive of raising feed has cut farm operating 
expenditures and provided batter balanced rations for the livestock and poultry. 


Several families are raising turkeys to sell. Last year one family sold 
$65 worth during the Thanksgiving and Christmas holidays. Another bought two 
turkey hens and a gobbler in the spring and was able to seil enough turkeys during 
the winter to buy an ice box and winter ~. 0.3 for the family of five. 


Three years ago no project family was vcoducing sufficient meat for its ow 
use. Aside from producing enough for home vse dwring the last year, 17 fanilies 
produced a surplus of cured meat, One famity sold $283 worth of hogs, and now 
has 22 pigs and shoats, 2 grade brood sows, one registered brood sow, and one 
registered male for breeding purposes. At the time this farily came into the 
program they owned only 2 scrub shoats, Another family sold $65 worth of hogs, 
in addition to producing sufficient meat for their family of eight, and now has 14 
pigs and 35 sood brood sows. 


Twenty~one families produced sirup for sale, fourteen who started on the 
program with one cow have inersased their herds sufficiently to provide an adequate 
supply of dairy products for their own use and a surplus of cream to sell. 4 
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mumber of the families traded male oalves and older cows for younger and better 
milk cows. Others sold male calves and used the money to buy needed items such 
as new stoves, dentures, and glasses. | 


One borrower has used an out-dated anvil forge » Sledge hammer, and tire 
shrinker to do considerable blacksmith work for neighboring borrowers and other 
farmers. This work was dons during his spare time, or when weather conditions 
did not permit him to work crops, Aside fron saving the other farmers money and 
a gocd deal of time, which they would have lost in making trips to tom, the 
borrower earned enough to pay his current taxes, He also built a very good one= 
horse wagon with wheels from one place, an axle fron another, and a few odds and 
ends picked wp here and there, | 


Rather than spend cash for hoe hadles many of the. families are using 
straight young hickory saplings for this purpose. Watexing troughs for livestock 
are being made from hollowed—oub cypress blocks, These troughs do not de cay 
easily and are proving satisfactorys 


In Knox County, Kyo, the war has been instrumental in bringing about changes 
in the normal activities of the project femilies. They have a responded well to 
the Nation's call for increased production of certain products and foodstuffs. 
When informed that the cowrtry needed hempseed, nine of the families voluntarily 
agreed to produce this crop even though its production was new to them. in ad« 
dition to raising hempseed two families are producing castor beans far the first - 
time. If these families are successful in the growing cf thase tye 
products, other families will produce them next ye .. 


A considerable number of the project families are reducing theiz farm 
operating expenses by saving cover-=crop legume and grass seeds instead of buying 
them each year as before. Aside from reducing operating costs this will enable 
these families to have a higher quality seed and will assure them a sufficient 
supply. In some ¢ases the families had enough for their own use, plus a surplus 
to sell. Several fanilies are raising wheat to provide enough flour for home use. 
For example, one family who raised wheat for the first time threshed 54 bushels 
this year from which they will save a 2 year supply of flour. Tn addition, they 
will have a considerable quantity of wheat shorts as a byproduct to feed their 
livestock, Another family saved & bushels of turnip seed. The seed was sold to 
project families at a much lover price than it could have been bought elsewhere, 
A number of the families have produced enough small grains for themselves plus 
a surplus for sale. . 


Almost every family on the project has increased its production of livestock 
and poultry. Each family now has at least 2 cows and a poultry flock consisting 
of from 35 to 75 hens, A total of 24 families produced a surplus of poultry and 
poultry products for sale. 


Families are taking better care of their machinery and farm equipment. To 
reduce expenses they are taking their machinery to a nearby training school where 
all repair work is done at cost (labor is not included in cost, only the materials 
used) . 


In San Miguel County, N. Mex., several practices have been introduced to 
facilitate adjustment to wartime economy, Several families are raising rabbits 
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to supplement their om meat supply and for the market as well, fo supplement 
their sugar Supply each family raised sorghum cane for sirup. Peanuts and wilt— 
resistant chile were grown and marketed locally. Most families had a surplus of 
beans for sale. Blue COrn Was processed into meal and sold in local grocery 
stores at 12 cents a pound or exchanged for twice as mach wheat flour. Many of 
the families increased their income by selling native cedar poets and revl4tona. 


During the last yaar, one~half of the project families increased their 
livestock inventorys This was done by keeping young calves and Pigs. Nearly as 
many saved pullets to increase their poultry flocks, Several are raising tur. 
keys for sale and four-fifths of all the families reisad peanuts for marketing. 
A number of families raised edible soybeans for the first time, All except four 
produced enough feed for their livestoek for the coming yearo This compares 
with 46 families buying feed in 1939, 27 in 1940, and 8 in 1941, 


in Grayson County, Vae, several families ara selling wild herbs, One 
family sold $30 worth during the year. A few families S0ld milk and chickens. 
The size of farms, topography, and locality of farms make the marketing of gur- 
Plus products difficvlt, if not impossible. - 


The project families in Wercer County Wo Vae, also are Supplementing their 
meat supply by raising rabbits, This adds variety to their diets and rabbits 
can be raised more cheaply than poultry or hogs. These Samilies sell the hides 
from the rabbits to pay for their feed. One family has been sneceg sful in 
raising rabbits as a commercial enterprise, Other project families buy to start 
raising a supply for home use and tha remainder of the rabbits and furs are shipped 
to a New York market. 


third over that of the previous year and the quantity ef foods dried and stored 
was doubled. Most of the families sold eggs and butter, Several sold such 
products as apple butter, Sorghum, wild herbs, and black walnuts e Approximately 
one-fifth of the families cut and sold mine props. 


in Beltrami County, Minn., all the families had a cream surplus to selt. 
Before coning into the program, the average number of cows owned per family was 
only 2, whereas by July 1942 these same families owned an average of 6.4 cong 
per family, A mumber of families for the first time had a surplus of such Pro- 
ducts as potatoes, berries, eggs, and alsike and alfalfa seed to sell, Thirty. 
one families earned a total of $45234, or an average of $137 each from the sale 
of wood and timber cut from their farms while not working in CYOPS o 

An increase in acreage in one or more crops was reported by 34 families. 
Ten different crops were raised for the first time by families aw™ing the last 
year. These were: wheat, flax, alfalfa, millet, barle 'y Corn, oats, rutabagas, 
soybeans, and speltz. More families increased their acreage of feed crops rather 


than cash crops. 


Increases in livestock and poultry enterprises were effected. Twenty-nine 
families reported an increase in cattle, 13 an increase in the number of sheep, 
9 raised more pigs, and 19 have more poultry than during the Previous year, A 
total of 4,555 fence posts were cnt for use on the farms where livestock 
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enterprises were increased and, to offset shortage of wire, split-rail fences 
were used in increasing the size of pastures anc hor Lots 


A number of the families preserved ice for yeareround use by packing it 
in saalust. « total of 996 cords of wood were cut on the farms and used to 
supply fuel for cooking and heating, Had this fuel been purchased the cost to 
the families would have been not less than 32 ,000, und oossibly more. 


Host of the families have nade nore efficient use of tine, labor, and 
equinment by taking better care of equipment, doing their own repair work, and 
making tools from native materials. All families took better care of equ; pment 
last year and all except six made sone home or farm equinment, using family 
labor and native naterials, a total of 23 different varieties of farm and 
household equipment was made, including such itens as the following:

In Orange County, Vt., several families raised wheat for the first time ; 
part of which they ground for home use whereas the rest was used for Livestock 
and poultry feed. Popcorn is grow on a commercial scale to suppiv the local 
market. It appears likely that several families who have been growing asparagus 
will be able to produce a surplus for market in the near future. ‘The production 
of small fruits such as strawberries, raspberries y» and blackberries, is being 
expanded as there is a ready market for them throuchout the areca. Tavestock 
enterprises have been expanded as rapidly as farm resources would permit, Severe 
families are growine soybeans for the first time and during the last year those 
who previously produced them increased their acreage, Two-thirds of all the 
project families increased the number of cows kept. Some of the families made « 
mock~Anerican cheese which is very nuch like the factory—made product, A ready 
market was found for any surplus. Goat's milk wes used Locally for the first 
time in making cheese. Using surplus milk to make cheose for sale does not | 
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necessitate the purchase of expensive equipment nor is it necessary to imprave 
buildings to meet regulations roverning the sale o: milk. Sage was cured and 

Braded for market, Ry pooling supylies and selling to a nearby creamerv which 
manufactures sage cheese 81.50 per pound was obtained, Some fanilies produced 
a surplus of vegetables which they were able to market Locally, 


Nearly all there oOranve County families have made or repaired some t pe 
of farm equinnent such as neck yokes (oxen are used instead of horses or mules 
in farra operations), whirfle trees, wagon tongues, honemade tractors, tool 
handles, sled runners, dump carts, harnesses, snow plows, stone drays, chain 
links, row markers ari drags, and hone equipment such as chairs, tables, ‘beds, 
and quilt franes. Many of the fanilies needed repairs made to machinery and 
equipment during the latter part of the year but because of gas rationiniz and 
limited transportation facilities were unable to take the equipment into town 
to a blacksmith. To make available this needed service to the project fanilies, 
ene borrower who was formerly a blacksmith was granted 4 loan for purchase of 
hecessary eyuipment for this trade. He owned an old car and a trailer from whi 
he built a travelin?: blacksmith Shop. He repairs equipment that etherwise could 
be difficult to move to 4 olacksmith shop under present circumstances. 


In Reynolds county, Mo., during the last vear more than three-fifths of the 
families increased the number of hogs en hand and almost as many increased ,theiz 
poultry flocks, These adjustments have resulted in a better utilization of 
family labor and have made possible the sale of products necded in winninr the 
War. One farmer sold $250 worth of cream during the neriod fron yeptember 1941) 
to July 1942. In addition, he has been able to use the skimmed milk for feeding 
& number of hogs, As it was necessary it« this borrower to drive in a Wazon, 7 
miles twice a week to market his cream, he decided to make better use of his 

ime by producing other products which could be marketed at the same time. He 
pianted one-half acre of potatoes, one-fourth acre of such Products as beans, 
corn, ete., and increased his poultry flock by 50 percent, Another fanily who 
failed to produce sufficient food for its own use before coming into the 
Program, produced enough this year for home use and also solid "70 worth. 
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in most instances, these fanilies whose incore was formerly leas than was 
required to feed and clothe themselves and who had no noney to sustain or to 
bulid up the productivity of thoir farms are makins the nost of todavris op.

FEL MOVING DaYs 


Living on the sane farm nore than a year is a new and satisfvine experience 
for most project fanilies who were renters or shareeroppera before cominy: into 
the program. 


Relationships between landlords arid tenants Laws been sreatly improved 
throush the introduction of written leases. The former practice of oral rental 
agrecnents Lrequentisr led to misunderstanding and distrust. Families whose 
farms were heavily mortgared er who were buying farns on a contract basis also 
have benefited. . 


Lack of security of tenure has done much to harner the nrorress and produc-~ 
tivity of many farm families. Althourh the tenure of project fanilies has been 
decidedly impreved since coming into the progran, much still renains to be done 
before these and many other farm fanilies can obtain freedom fron want, 

All the project families in Leurens County, Gao, were renters or share. 
croppers, with only J-year oral leases, the vear before coins inte toe nrovran. 
At present, 4 of these families have becone owmmers = 3 have tenun teyurchuse loans 
and the other has a quiteclaim dead requiring an annual payment cf onl: 350, The 
actual progress of these 4 owners is indicated bz their inerease in not worth 
during the 4 voars (1938-42) they have been particinating in the ~rorrac, Thess 
chanres are as follows: 349 to $8493 GLI to 4480+ 3132 te po Pie en Bh ie eo ee 
Althouch the ronmainine 46 fanilies are still lenants, they are now rentine on g 
eash basis with written leases instead of rentin; on a shurecron-er Lasis with 
only oral agreements, Fourteen of these families now have S-seur leases, 5 have 
savear and the renaining 27 only leyear leases. ‘The reason for so fen lonmetem 
ieascs is due to the rise in farn prices ana the consequent incr ase in the rental 
value of the farms. The landlords have a feeling that prices may rise oven hi "her 
an the future, in which event they would expect a comparuble increase in rent, 
Henee, in many instanees, they ure renting only on leyear lease arreerments, An« 
other reason for short-term leases is beeause many Of the semll faitic in this 
area are owned by insurance companies that have then Listed for Sule, thus makiny 
it necessary to rent them for only l-vear. kven thowth leases cannot be obtained. 
“or a lonser period mo.t of them are renewed fron year to year » 


Due to a lack of understandins between tenant und landlord, lon-=term leases 
have been diffieult te obtain in Orlethorpe County’, Ta. Onners of ruch of the 
submarcinal land which the fanilies sre tendin- are anxious to 8611 snd do not, 
care to make long-tern leases, In cases where families have made impoovenents on 
_the dand and buildines, the jandlords will readily agree to rive lon--term leases 
provided rents are inereased aercrding to the depree of tnnroverent made. The 
tenure problen was related b: supcrvicors in this county as follovs: "The ngorest 
tenants = those makin; least prosress - living on the poorest Lard ani those 
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ws would like to see with Lonc-term leases have to pay as much rent as those 
Livin: on better land. “here the poorest Pani Lice have made Jand inprovenent 
the landlords want to increase their rent. This is discou raping to the bor 
rowors and they do not make the improvements they would like to for fear of 
increased rent or having to move the following year." 


All but eight of the project families in Sravson Sounty, Va. own sone land 
although not usually enough to make an economic farming: untts For vears it, had 
been a common practice to rent additional nearby land and cultivate the see in 
such a way as to eet everything possible out of it without putting amythinz back. 
Now, althourh additional ie is rented as usual, crop rotation is fol? ahi! to 
check further depletion of the soil. Only three families own enouw- % land to make 
economic units. Ther ail ce Farm Hiome Immrovement loans, Project families in 
this county whe do not own any land are omerating rented farms under S5—year leases 


In Mercer County, 7. Vao, a few families have S~year leases, and in two 
cases, Tamilies wo have been operating their farms under a written leyear renewal 
lease now have entered into purchase~contract agreements to buy these farms. It 
has been difficult to obtain long-term leases in this county because the Land- 
lords are always planning to sell their land. In addition to equitable tenure, tt. 
= Nene that families have in carrying out their plans has much to do with their 

esire to renain in the same place from year to vear.

During the year four families in Oranve County, Vt. obtained Fern lone 
iaprovenent loans because of pressure for mortyzare payments which ther were unable 
~o meet. One family was able to buy a farm from a bank without maline a down 
payment; arranrcenents were made whereby the family could pay the, princinal fron 
the sale of itmber and pulp. It is believed that enouch pccioubl can be sold to 
iquidate tha mortgase and to make needed repairs on existing butldines as vel. 


In another Orange County case an adjustment was made that strenmthened the 
security of u a which was faced with the possibility of losing its farin on 
“hich a mortgare was held by a private individual. In addition to the princinal, 
which amounted to 3440, approxinately 3395 was due for delinquent interest and 
taxes. After spendin considerable tine negotiating with several firms, the 
supervisors were able to obtain a advance of 3450 for the fanily from n bank which 
agreed to take a first morteage on the farm for the amount. The balanee was paid 
by selling surplus livestock and approxinately 14,000 feet of lumber which was 
ready for marketing but stich could not be sold until some agreement could be 
reached with the nortpayee. ‘To vrovide economical farn units some familie: have 
bought additional land throurh Farm Home Improvenent leans and six fard iiss rented 
additional crop or pasture land for this purpose. The method used in payin: ront 
varies in these cases from payin;: cash to giving the over a few bushels of potae 
toes.s With one e2 es the rented land is used for producine additional feed 
for livestock until the borrovwers' own land can be built uw to supy lh: adequate 
feed.

DOCTORS aR’ NEEDED 


of the project families, Medical care is being received by nany of the families 
_for the first tine. Serwiess ofs doctor, even at the birth of a child, was 
formerly more than some could af‘ord. 


In Orange County, Vt., doctors in the project area were interviewed ; the 
purpose of the program and the fartilics need for rove adequate nedical cere were 
explained. Now these doctors are taking mart in a medical program which provides 
project families with services they formerly could not afford, The annilal fee for 
participation in the medical progran ranges from $16 for a family of two, to 
v20 for a fartily of six or more, The averare dues for the wear (1942~23) tilt 
amount to 510,25 pur family, plus a $10 fee in cases of eonfinenent. The medics’ 
service includes treatment and care in the doctors! offices and in the hone, a 
well as complete physical examinations and cheekups from tine to time. thon 
ever possible, hospital care is obtained at mininun expense throuch the use of 
staff physicians, ward carc, and in some instances the use of free beds. No 
dental program has been developed so far but dentists in the area have mada 
special rates to the project families. Several families have taken courses in 
ilone Nursing through the local Red Crosu, Educational meetin ss held frequenti: 
have helped to acquaint the fardlies with a safer and more healthful way of 
living. . 


In san Tiruel County, No Mex., 26 fanilies are participating in the medical 
service association. This service provides ordinary medical care, enervencss 
sursery, hospitaligution, and drugs preserived by the doctors. The annual cost 
per family is 530. aside Sron routine medical care, durine last -ear 1? cases 
of female trouble were corrected, 3 euses of pneunonia were eured, 2 erercenec? 
oparations were performed, and 4 mothers were hosnitalized during childbirth. 

At present, however, benefits accruing from this service are minimized because 

of lack of transportation facilities to and from the doctors! offices which are 
located 30 miles from the project. Throurh interarency councils and yersanal 
visits, contacts have been made with county health officers te acquaint then with 
health problems in the area, The sounty health devartment has ecoporated in 
safeguarding the health of project families by vonductiney veriodic elintes vor 
mothers and their babies as well as holdine rermular clesses to provide the nother 
with information rertainin’ to the oronper esre of lrerself and her Ch Tara on 
addition, a conplete immunizstion procran azainst diptheria, titthoid, and umalj. 
pox for children and adults has been inauceurated. 


Forty-six project families in Knox Counte', Ky. are members of a crow 
medical nroyvran, The nerbershin fee varies accrordin’: to tie size of th. fe 
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the average annual cost per family being avproximately $15. Only ordinary 
madical care is provided under this agreement. It dees not rover maternity 
cases, surgery fees, or hospitalization. At first many of the families becane 
dissatisfied with the service because they failed to receive the attention 
their contract showed they were entitled to. some needed doctors at nicht but 
were unable to get them; others lived several miles from roads that could be 
traveled over the year around and were sorely neglected, At a conference 
between the doctors of the association and the project staff held during the 
summer of 1941, the complaints made by the members were discussed, and 1t was 
decided that the doctors should review all applications for membership and 
approve only those they felt certain they would be able to visit at any time 
during the year and give satisfactory service. Since then riuch better service 
has been rendered aid the families’ attitudes toward the service has greatly 
improved. However, the future success of the medical program is uncertain 
because at present there are only three doctors in the county and. of these 

oné is expecting to be called into the xrmy, another makes no home visits, and 
the third will not make night calls. 


The county health department in Knox County has been very ecoperative. 
The nurses have visited the families whenever their services were needed, and 
the entire staff has been helpful in carrying out educational pregrams for the 
benefit of the families. ‘Two children of project. families have had major 
physical defects corrected through the efforts of this agency. In one instance, 
2 girl exposed to gonorrhea during birth became blind in one eve. "hen she 
was only 2 days old the eyeball began to'swell. after a month, the eye con~ 
tinued to swell gradually. The child was taken to a doctor who said the eye 
would never be any better and if not removed would cause the loss of sight in 
the other eye. The mother was afraid the child would die from the operation so 
refused to have anything done. As the child grew older the eveball continued 
to protrude = and became more protesque. She becane extremely unhappy, refused 
to go to school and held her head in such a way as to shield the deformity as 
best she could from the sight of others. After the family came into the «ro= 
gram the supervisor persuaded the mother to take the child to the health office 
where arrangenents were made to have the eye removed br sending the child to 
the Children's Free Hospital in Louisville, Ky. The only expense to the family 
was $6 which they were required to pay toward the purchase of an artificial eye 
The child is now $n sehcol and normal *n her behaviors ‘In the case, *£ 6 1a 
. year old boy who had been so severely burned that his face was badly scarred and 
one hand drawn, the health department arranged for him to go to a eline which 
straightened the hand and removed the scar tissue. Preventive work such as 
vaccinations for contagious diseases is another service that has been provided 
throuch the Health Departrient. 


It has been impossible to organize a medical service for project families 
in Thurston County, Wash. as most of the doctors are not interested in partici- 
pating, Those who were willing were apparently prevented from doing so by the 
medical society. Failure to provide a service of this sort has meant that 
most families have been unable to obtain needed medical care. Vaccinations, 
immunization, and inoculation services have been provided by the public health 


department. 


| Thirty-three families in Reynolds County, Mo. are participating in a medical 
program. legardless of size of family, the annual membership fee for each famils 
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is 23. Of this amount, $16 is set aside for physiciants services, 36 for 
surgeon und hospital fees, and $1 for administrative purpeses. foctors are 
paid 50 percent of their bill every 3 months, and at the end of the year the 
accumulated funds are prorated among the doctors and hospitals. ‘then the 
rogram was first organized, the participating doctors wers doubtful as to 

its ultimate success, However, after reviewing a detailed report of the 
activities of the program at the end of the year, they were so pleased that 

_ Since then they have been instrumental in getting the same type of proeram 
organized in other counties, Records at the end of the first year's activities 
showed that 80 percent of the bills renderad by the physicians had been paid 

and 100 pereent of those rendered by the the surreons and hospitals had been 
meto In addition, sufficient funds were left in the surveion's pool to return 
$3.65 to each. family. One doctor stated that previously one~half of the ser- 
vices rendered would have been done on a charity basis, and that payments for 
the remaining work would have been very slow. Aside from providine rerular 
medical care, surgery, and hospitalization services, the progran also provides 
protective services against contagious diseases. Although no dental service has 
been organized, rates amountint to one-half of the usual price have been obtained 
for the project families. 


Although the State and county medical associations have approved & plan 
whereby a medical-care program could be put into operation in Mercer County, W.Va, 
the local doctors refuse to participate on the grounds that they cannot handle 
the additional practice. However, in most cases they have performed energency 
services at relief rates. But this does not mean that the project or other low- 
income farm families in the county are receiving or have received adequate med~ 
ical attention other than in emergency cases. The problem of obtaining medical 
care for these families has becone increasingly difficult since Pearl Harbor. 
Before Pearl Harbor, the rural population of the county was serviced by five 
doctors; one of these has since died and two others have been called to service. 
The health provlems of these families are further aggravated by the lack of 
preventive prograns. The health docter died during the year and the county is 
still without a public health mnit. 


All project families in Laurens County, Gao, are members of a medical- and 
dental-care program. The annual nemoership fee is 412 for the parents and $1 
foreach child. Rates for participation in the dental program are $3 for parents 
and 50¢ for each child. The county health nurse in this area has been very 
cooperative in providing preventive services for these families, She holds clinics 
near enough to thelr homes to enable everyone to attend, All faniliies have 
taken advantage of the services of the clinic which include inoculations and 
vadcinations against contagious diseases. 


All project families in Oglethorpe Gounty, Ga., are participating in a 
medical and dental program. At the inception of the project they were given a 
complete physical examination. Most of the major defects discovered then have 
since been corrected. The average annual cost per family for these services is 
$15 for medical care and 45 for dental work. - 


| A medical-care program was organized in Grayson County, Vao, on June 1, 1942. 
' Eighteen of the project families are already participating in this newly organised 
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Service. The annual membership dues averaze $26 per family. Grayson county 
does not have a health officer, but a trained nurse employed by the Lutheran 
Church serves the community. 


A great deal of time and effort have been expended toward organizing a 
medical-care program in Beltrami County, Minn. After obtaining permission of 
the State Medical Society to initiate a plan, the local doctors and the FSA 
Staff met to discuss it. After considerable deliberation, the doctors decided 
to reject the plan. 


Considerable corrective as well as preventive work has bean done during 
the year in Beltrami County to improve the health of the project families. 
Fifty-six people obtained necical treatment, 59 were ziven dental care, and 
19 had new eye glasses, In addition, 23 have had a complete physical examination, 
65 were given Mantaux tests, 53 children had health examinations at school, and 
70 were immmized for diptheria and vaccinated for Smallpoxe The county nurse 
has been active in educational work for the benefit of these families and has 
made one or more visits to the hanes of 20 project families. 


Aside from improving the health of these families, their participation in 
the medical services has given them a sense of security that has done much to 
boost their morale. One borrower said, "It means an awful lot to a fellow to 
Just know if he needs a doetor he can gst one. Use ta be when any of wy 
family got bad sick I had to go out and beg my landlord or somebody else to 
help me get a doctor because T never had money to pay for one and nothing to 
offer as securitye I remember once I walked nearly all night in a snowstorm 
trying to find somebody to stand for a doctor for my little girl that was awful 
Sick with pneumonia. By the time I got a doctor it was too late —— she had 
already choked to death" 
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The archbishop ‘of Canterbury, tho Most Reverend. William Temple, has 
recently said, “every. child should find itself a‘member af a family housed with 
deceney and dignity, so that it may grow up as a member of that basic community 
in a happy fellowship unspoiled by underfeeding ~ or overcrowding, by dirty and 
dvab surroundings, or by nachanical monotony of environments" To obtain this 
goal much remains to be done throughout the country, but that it can be done 
is demonstrated by the significant beginning that has been made by these project 
families. 


Underfeeding, once common among thease families, is being eliminated through 
increased production and training in the preparation and preservation of foodse 


Native materials and onee idle family labor are being used to enlarre over= 
crowed living quarters and to effect ngeded repairas Only a few dwellings 
remain unscreened and care has been taken to protect, wells and other sources of 


water supply..’ Paint, flowers, home inventions, and handicrafts are employed to 
transform drab and monotonous surroundings into a more cheerful and livable 


atmosphere o° ’ 


Buildings occupied br families in Orange County, Vt. at the beginning of 
the program were in very poor conditiong To avoid indebtedness, repairs were 
planned over a period of years and the most essential ones were made first. The 
families use native timber; the logs are sawed at a local mill where no cash 
expense is involved as the bill is paid with dumber, Fieldstones and sand are 
used with cement in the constriction of foundations, cellar walls, and steps. 
Four families have used cement blocks, which are manufactured nearby, to build 
chirmeyse The blocks cost less than brick and by using them the families can 
do the work themselves. In some instances families need individual, instruction 
in making repairs bit there are many problems for which group instruction and 
discussion will suffice, Families take pride in telling other members of the 
group what they have accomplished and just how they did a particular Jobo 
Through such discussions and exchange of ideas, much worth while information is 
gained. Improvements and repairs made by Orange County families duxing the 1941- 
42 cropyear included: chimneys built 23 Windows constructed 13; roons panered 
19;rooms painted 17; rooms remodeled er enlarged 63 floors repaired 43. ceilings 
erected 10; walls patched 33 roofing on house repaired or replaced 7;-new barns 
built 23; new stables made 6; silos constructed 4; henhousas built..6, and 
miscellaneous improvements made, 14. ¢4 


ALL houses occupied’ by project families in. San 1/3.cuel County, N.’ Mek. have 
undergone some interior and. exterior impreyements since the beginning .of the 
_ programe In making these improvements the families have worked in groups or 
axchanred work with more skilled operators. Materials uged consist of adobe 
walls, rough timber for beans and rafters, clay for plaster and wall finish,: flag- 
stones for walks and porch floors. The only materials bought in making these 
improvements were lumber for flooring and. window frames, roofing, hardware, paint, 
and screening, The former skills of these families in masonry and the laying of 
aches have been expanded through the use of equipment in the community shop. 
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One of the most difficult problems at the beginning of the pregram iin 
San Miguel Count: was that of Sanitation. At that tine nearly three-fourths 
of the families obtained drinking water from irrigation ditches; more than 
nine-tenths were using unirmroved privies and almost half of the houses were 
unscreened. Classes conducted in sanitation since the inception of the pro. 
gran have been effective in getting. the families to observe better sanitation 
practices. Through a coonerative Plan, 12 commmity wells have been dug by the 
families and cement curbings and pumps have been installed, These wells are so 
located as to be easily accessible ~- Sometimes six or more families use the same 
well. All except two families now have screens and sanitary toilets. These two 
are without the improvements because they have failed to cooperate. 


Considerable construction and repair work has been done in Knox County, Kyo 
Since the berinning of the program. lxpenditures in connection with this work 
have been greatly reduced by using native materials and family labor. For 
example, one family bought 7 acres of land. Using their owm labor they cut logs 
from the 5 acres in woodland to provide enoujh lumber to pay the sawmill oii. 
build a 4-room house, a small stock barn, a noultry house, and other small 
buildings; and had enough lumber left to sell to nay for the land. 


Sanitary grants have been issued to 54 project families in Knox County since 
the inception of the program. These funds wera used to provide Screens, sanitary 
wells, and toilets. Each family receiving a sanitation grant agreed to provide 
Some sanitary means for the disposal of waste water. Methods used varied from 
the use of a larye bucket covered with a Screen to the installation of homemade 
or second-hand sinks. Fifteen other families who did not receive cerants on 
their omn initiative huve built sanitary toilets. None of the families had 
Sanitary toilets at the beginning of the program. 


the farm and henestead bulldings of most of the projcet Lamtil&es in Thurston 
Comtir, “ashe, were inadewuate and in a peor state of repair at the berinnine of 
the program. all but three families have byen able, throuch the use of Farm Home 
inprovement loans, native materials and fanily labor either to construct new farm 
and home buildings or to substantially improve those already existing. All nro ject 
fomilies in this county now have a safe Water supnly, screcns, and sanitary privies, 
whereas only about 40 rereent had these facilities before varticination in the 
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_ In Reynolds County, Missouri, 10 families have either repaired, remodeled 
or built new dwellings during the last year. This work was done by the families 
themselves through exchange of labor and the help of the farm supervisor. 
Construction costs were kevt at a minimum by utilizing native or Salvaged materials 
and buying roofing and hardwares cooperatively. 


Most of the project families in Laurens County, Gae, fornerly were unable 
to build even very simple items. Until the last year chicken brooders were built 
by vocational classes or by a carpenter. During the year the families gathered 
in small groups and built their om brooders. Native pine poles have been used 
in building chicken houses and Smokehouses; the pine needles or straw have been 
utilized in covering hogpens and chicken houses and in lining hen nests. A 
safer and more healthfwl way of living also has. been provided for these families 
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through the installation of pumps, screens, and sanitary toilets. These 
facilities were unknown by the families before their participation in the 
program. : . 


As most of the project families in Oglethorpe County, Ga., are tenants, 
it has been difficult to make a great deal of progress in improving farm and 
home buildings. - Families who have long-time leases have taken the lead in 
maxing improvements. Some have used slabs cut from native timber to build 
chicken houses and garden fences. 


However, despite difficulties due to tonure outstancing progress has .been 
made in providing nore adequate sanitation faeilities, Yefore soning into the 
program, 90 percent of the projeecs families in this county were without sereons, 
96 percent had unsafe and unprotected wells, and 69 percent were using unimproved 
PRIVieS. Lovay ali have sereens, prooerly enclosed wells, and saniiary privies > 


in Mercer County, ‘To Vae, native rock has been used to underpin houses, 
build walks, construct cellars, and enclose springs. Poles and dogs cut from 
the farms have been used to build stor-ge and chicken houses, underpin dwellines, 
and erect fences. In a number of cases additional rooms have been built fron 
logs daubed with mud or clay. As a result of the environmental sanitation 
program, put into operation in this county during the 1939-40 erop-year, 93 per- 
cent of the project fanilies now have sanitation units (screens; enclosed wells 
with pumps, and sanitary toilets). | 


Native timber has been used in most of the construction activities carried 
on in Grayson County, Va., Storage houses have been built from dead chestnut 
logs and stone. For examole, a loan was made to a family of 10 who at the time 
they came into the proprim had only about half enough jars to can sufficient 
food for winter use and nu storage space to prevent those that were filled from 
freezing. Plans were made: for more jars and for the husband to build a storare 
house with materials to be furnished by the landlord. On days when he could not 
work in his crops, the tenant and his son dug a space in the hill near the house. 
They then cut dead chestnut. trees from the wood lot, dragged them to the building 
site, and split them. The back and side walls of the storage house were made from 
these logs; the front was iuilt of field stone and clay. Home-split shingles 
were used to construct the roof, Old lumber found on the farm was used for the 
shelves and door. Needed avils were dramm from the old lumber, “hile the 
operator and his son were building the storage house, the homemaker and the 
daughters were filling jars with food, In 1940, only 402 quarts were canned, 
whereas in the fall of 1941 270 quarts of food were canned more dried fruits and 
vegetables were stored than ever before. | 


All project families in Grayson County obtain their water supply from springs. 
Only 10 of the 48 springs used by these families are properly enclosed. A num 
ber of the families are still without screens, and seven still have either unir- 
proved toilets or mone at all, Families participating in the experimental program 
in this county have been handicapped in obtaining sanitation grants because they 
have been compelled to abide by standard~loan procedure which does not permit the 
issuance of grants in countie: that have no health department. Thus, what progress 
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has been made has been on an individual basis and most of the fenilies have 
not had sufficient funds te provide needed materials. 


Outstandiny progress has heen made in improving buildings in Beltrami 
County, }¥inn. During the period 1939.42 » a total of 13 houses and 21 barns 
have been built. Carpenters were hired to help with the construction of 
only 5 of the houses and 7 of the barns. The cost of building and repair 
work has been greatly reduced through the use of native naterials and family 
labor, For example, one family whose houge Was destroyed by fire in Nay 1941 
moved into a nearby barages The father pave up a log-sawing job and with the 
help of his three young sons started digginr a basement and cutting logs for a 
new house. Regular farn activities, including the cultivation and harvesting 
of crops, were not neglected. Much of the work was done in the evenings after 
the days work in the field hat! been finished. By October the house Was nearly 
enough completed for the’ family to move in. This 26? by 28° frame house, with 
a basement, shing'le roof, and plastered interior, is estinated to be worth at 
ieast $2,000. ‘The total cost to the family was only 3753. Lumber, nails, 
electric wiring and fixtures, paint for interior anc exterior, kitchen cup- 
boards, storm windows, soreens, and a cistern were ihcluded in the cost. An= 
other borrower was paid $5020 for one day's work in baliding the chimney; all 
the other work was done by the fanily. 


Another Beltrami. County family built a five-room house with a full basement 
and brick chimney for only $700. A construction Ghgineer has estimated the value 
of this house to be 32,000. Hired labor was used only one day. Seven additional 
days' help was obtained by exchanging labor with relatives and friends. 


Barns also have been built at a much reduced cost by using family labor and 
native materials. One family used 9,000 feet of lumber processed from logs cut 
from the farm to build a frame barn. It has a eoncrete foundation, hay track and 
slings, and cedar shingle covering, It is valned at $1,400, but the total cost to 
the fanily wus 4390, 


Many of the families in Beltrami County formerly had to haul waterffrom their 
neighbors' farms. Others who had wells did not have enougn water to care for their 
increase in livestock, Getting an adequate and safe Supply of water is a provlem 
as most of the wells must be dug too decp to be done by hand and the cost of 
having them drilled is very high, The averare cost of the 19 wells that have been 
machine-driiled has been 3192, Gonsiderable promress has been nade in obtaining 
adequate screens for project homes. At the beginning of the program, only 3/5 
of the houses were Screened; now all are screened. . 


As improvements have been made throughout the entire project area, families 
have shown evidence of becoming aware of the valne and need for a better way of 
living. One mother Said, "It's funny how a body sometimes has to climb up and 
out of reach of danger before they can see it and be Scarede Now when I look 
back I wonder why we didn't all Le Sickend to death Gating such trash and Living 
like pigs crowded in a pene!

Seven femilies nooleé their funds and bought a coonersative rele: six 
others bought a harrow in the same way. To pey for the renairing of a grist 
mill 14 fanilies contrivutsd 35 each. They were reimbursed by receiving a 
like amount of milling service free of cherge,. 


interest in the community house end shop hes increesed during the year. 
A good many more families now use the tools at the shon to rensir furniture 
ant. to construct tables, chairs, window and door frames nnd verious other items. 


About a year ago the diversion dam which served enmoroxiurtely twoethirde 
of the irrigated scresage in the village (project ores) wee washed awry, <A wrter 
freility nrogream to renelr the dam wes suggested.

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Project sunervisors in Orenge County, Vermont, feel that groun ection 
hes contributed greatly to the oregress made by nroject families. Hesulte from 


groun meetings are evidenced by imvroved buildings, better care of the home ond 
its surroundings, move erreful attention to versonrl annesrence ond crre of 
clothing, renovetion of furniture, better food habits, end irmreved reletionshi: 
between neighbors. Femilies who formerly did not sneak to esch other are now 
wor'cing together end exchanging lrbor, equinment, end usable goocs, 


Methods used in nutting the grown meetings into enerrtion are believer 
to be the key to their success. The selection of a cantral wlree for all 
meetings wes avoided as the families were senttered over a wide area. Insterd, 
séverel neighborhood grouns were orgrnized. in vicinities where « number of 
borrowers Lived on sdjoining or nearby farms, i$ wre voessible to interest sect 
in meeting together to become detter acquainted ana to telk over common oroble 
In selecting the first meeting vlace for each group, a home was chosen where 
some nerticular imorovement had been made which would be of common interest, 
However, care was tekken not to select the best home in the community, but reto 
one which was conmmereble to thet of the mejority ettending the meeting. Fami 
who were asked if they would be willing to use their homes as a meeting »lace 
were usually flattered. It gave them a certain confidence in entertsining their 
neighbors «= usually for the first time, It also served as an incentive to lirve 
their home and surroundings cleaned wo and in the best nossible condition, this 
stimleted other families to do the seme thing when it came their time to hove 
the meeting. Sose families in whoge homes meetings were held wentec to serve 
refreshments. Realizing thet the majority of the groun could not efford to as 
this, but thet eating and drinking together might cresete a less stroined atinos 
nhere, orrengenents were metie for erch femily to contribute their shrre end to 
provide thelr own dishes. This became an accented orrectice which owrevented 
femilies from being emberressed because they did not hrve enough cishes for the 
groun. 1t wes often necessary to borrow chrirs and to use meceshift sutstitutes 
such as boxes nnd benches, This, too, wes e souree of emberressment at the 
first meetings until the grous realized that others were in the sue »osition 
ee themselves. Overcoming meterisl obstacles such as these hes seen iv~mortent 
in successfully organizing the grouns. 


Considerchle urging wes necessary to get frailies to rttenc sick oe 
meeting, Objections hed te be met «nd solutions offered. some inte hiey 
hed so much work to do thet they hed no time Left to attend’ the meetin “Pads 
involved revlenning work schedules to srovide time for groun retivities., “Mevine 


emell children who could not be left slone wes another objection. If it were 
immossinle for the »arents to te’xe their children with them, arrengenente were 
mede for older children in the neishvorhood to crre for them, In sone crees, 
it wee necessary for the men and wife to slternete sttendence rt the meetings. 
Lack of trensvortetion wes overcome by as*ting families whe hsc trensnortrtion 
frcilities to be resnonsible for the remeining members of the groun, “We just 
don't went to. go" wes the most difficult objection to overcome cnd renutred 
continued effort on tne vert of the snrervisors to find sone subject of sulfi«~ 
cient interest to secure ettendance. 


During erch meeting, subject matter deetiened to stimualsete cigenuscinon 
epn@ in keening with the families’ own exmeriences ond needs wes oresenter in 
a simole ond nirect menner by ce suvervisor. This crested ciscussion 
the femilies on the subject as 1t assliec to their own cireunst neces 
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neishbors, these farnilics frequently had been on unfriendly terms aad were a 

a rule cri®ical of each other, This caused an obvious display of restraint in 
the first nectings. Sensin? this situation, supervisors deliberately broucht 
families who were ignored by others into the discussions in such a war as to 
make then feel they had sonething worth while to contribute. A continued 
repetition of this method wus sometimes necessary before other nembers of the 
group would accept their participation. After a fe meetings, fanilies vol- 
unteered the use af their hones for meeting places, and versonal contacts wero 
no lonver necessary to get them to attend; an announcenent card was usually 
sufficient. These meetings have resulted in a broaking dewn of barriers which 
previously existed between the families and have developed a feeling of oblication 
on the part of each member to keep the group united 


In addition to the neishborhood meetings, there ure meetincss of all families 
at a public neeting place centrally located. These neetings were usually held 
in thegenings. efore the first meeting, a form letter was prepared which sue-~ 
gested that the fanilies meet to summarize their previous year's business, develor 
plans for the coming vear, and discuss problems common to all. The supervisors 
found that these families, who were meeting: for the first tine, soon becane 
acquainted and worked well torether. Followins a sugrestion nade by the fanilies 
a committee was appointed to provide refreshments. Each family agreed to bring 
their own sandwiches. It was the conmittee's responsibility to supply coffee 
This arrangenent worked well, and the families appeared to enjoy this tyme of 
meeting. Project families narticinating in these grouns have been sufficiently 
interested in the vrozrans at their meetinzs to discuss them outside, As a 
result, a number of farm fanilies who are not FSA borrowers have asked to be 
included. The training and exnerience rained by families throuch vartircinati on 
in the discussion sroups have served as an excellent foundation for the orcan~ 
ization of formal cooneratives.

solidsrity is attained. Recently progress is measured in terms of any inmcroves 
ment which contributes to the kind of world we are fighting to ¢repte <= a 
people's tomorrow in which the "Four Freedoms" will »revail. 


Tyviceal case histories reverl the vrogress these femilies, once unable 
to qualify for even the regular FSA rehebdilitetion nrogrem, have echieved when 
given assistance: 


Gase A&A. In the fal of 1938, Mr. A, his wife end 4 children were Living 
in an unsereensd end dilapidsted three-room house, Sanitary conditions were 
bed » the well was imroperly covered, there wes no senitery toilet, and waste 
water thrown around the door crested an unviessent odor. Surroundings were 
Grab = the femily owned nothing in which they could teke oride. Their diet 
wes monotonous end ineadecuate = they had no garden end only one eerub cow. 

Mre, A needed medic: 1 cere but could not afferd it. A +¥50 doctor bill incurred 
during the yerr when Kr. A wes stricken with Brille fever could not be vzid 

The uncerfed, illeclothed children could not ettend school. regulorly «= they 
remeinec in the same grede from 2 to % years, 


This wes.the condition of the femily at the tine they were mece « loon 
in the snring of 1939, By 1941 they hra + net worth of 2321 ns conorred with 
o1é6 in 1938, an ineresse of 143 nercent. 


Imring the first yeer they »reduced sufficient food for home use ond 
adequate feed for their Livestock, Cash income frem the farm ves ineressed 
from 7130 to 532, ach yerr a subdstentiel grein wes made, Uv 1941 cesh incene 
derived from the farm amounted to o910, an ineresse of 600 nercent over thet 
of 1938, 


Increase in the vroduction of food hes been even more outstending. 
where only 50 quarts of food were canned in 1938, a totrl of 414 ourrts were 
canned in 1941. This renresents an increase of 782 nercent. 


At nresent this fanily hes o year=round geréen, 2 food mill cos, 
heifer, a colf, 3 brood sows, 15 shorts, 35 hens, 190 chic’cens, cone 22 turicey 


In the summer of 1940 e Lorn of $3,840 wes secured throuch the Tenent 
Furchese Progrrm, This was used to buy 110 seres of lend end to mailed « pad 
five-room house, « lerge bern, 2 emokehouse, - chicken hemse, ood a eo ultes 
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tollet, Electric lights neve been instrlled. whe well hes been securely 
covered end equinired with e pum which provides running weter for the kitchen, 
The yard is well dreined end has been benutified with flowers «nd shrubbery. 


Needod medicel arre is now obtrined through perticination in e mecicr] 
nrogram, Better environment, clothing, end diet heve served to iimrove the 
heelth and efficiency of the family. The children now attend schvel remulerLy 
9 months out of the year, 


Aside from sroducing suffictent vegetrbles, fruits, merts, ona other 
foodstuffs for mp yesreround home suynly they are now selling chickens, turkeya, 
eggs, mert, ond cream. Enough mrkeys were sold last year to buy « refrigerctor 
enc. winter clothes for the entire family. 


Teamwork among the family members is varticularly signifieent. Parents 
end children alike narticinate in plenning work activities, Mach member accente 
svecific resnonsibilities as his or her shere in helwing attain goels they have 
set for themselves. The son is raising hogs to buy furniture for his reom and 
the two girls are raising a heifer to nrovide funds with which to furnish their 
bedroom, 


Case B. The case history of snother family reveals thet the barn they 
now own ie much better then the two-room log cabin occunied by them ot the 
time they annlied for a loan in the spring of 1939. ‘The estimeted value of 
their total assets including nersonal belongings, at the time was only $49. 
they hed no gerden and no livestoelr, not even e cow, 


Given financiel assistence and guidance in better farm and home srace 
tices they have worked together trelcing advantage of every oy ertunity to eecure 
for themselves a better way of Living. Working as Bherecropvers in i088, they 
hed a cash ineone of only 4145. By the frll of 1941 they hed become home owners 
end had increased their cash incone to 1,263, By 1942 they hed - net worth 
of 1825 as cormrred vith only $49 in 1938, They now own 2 miits cows, 2 heifer, 
4 sows, 17 nigs, 42 hens, cné 145 chickens. 


They heve vegetables groving throughout the entire year in their errden, 
These fresh vegetables ere sun xlemented by cenned anc stored food. In 19538, they 
esnned only 65 quarts of food, wherees, in 1941 554 ouverts were cenned, 


ext jeer they nlan to increese their nroduction of Livestoc':, noul try, 
enc foodstuffs so that a more substertirl quantity mey be vleced on the «rites, 
These olons heve been made in spite of the fact thet their two older sons will 
no doubt be drefted into the armed forces, 


ase C, The femilies toe nride in telling of thelr eceormlichnzents, 
A visit to many homes is likely to yield = story similer to the following:

So 28 to moke money. I have nbout 1) acres of millet end suden gress for hog 


grazing. I cut the 13 aeres into 3 petches of millet so as to shift my hogs 
from one to the other. Last yerr I raised 255 bushela of corn, three=fourths 
of s ton of hey, end 650 bundles of fodder. I bought a smell hond mill ¥, 
ordered me a oneehaif power electric motor which I hooked to the mill, Joth 
together only cost me about $7. I use this contraption to grind ell the feed 
for my hogs and poultry. I find by grinding their feed and soaking it for 

24 hours and feeding as slon it is mich better ~ the feed goes further and 


‘is better for the hogs, esnecially the vigs. (Authors’ note: lr. 3 watches 
his electric »ower meter. If he finds at the end of the month he has not used 
the minimum amount allowed he grinds feed all night if necessary to secure full 


benefit of the nower to which he is entitled. ) 


Wiest yeer I raised 25 bushels ef notetoes, 37 gallons of syrun, rnd 
killed 5 hogs for pork, I exnect to reise more of everything another veer 
i heve elready plented oneethird pere of cene for syrun end about 7 ecres of 
vers. Five acres of the peas are interolented with veanuts. I heve » nice 
natch of corn too. We've got sunflowers end Kafir corn plented for chicken 
feed. In 1928 we had a little garden that wes no account, we cenned only 
65 querts of food thet year. In 1941 we canned 366 quarts, We had a big 
good gerden. ‘“e raised »eas, cucumbers, squash, corn, vumnkins, inle, rae, 
mustard, turnivs, rutabeges, collards, cebbage, onions, okra, string heens, 
cerrots, mevnpers, versnins, spinech, lettuce, cnd radishes. We alse nionted 
three-fourths of pn acre of sweetnotetoes, oneweighth of an ecre of Irish 
notatoes, one-eighth of en acre of butter bercns, one-eighth of en rere of 
nene, 2 aeres of tomatoes, one-eighth of en ecre of cane and one=third of xa 
acre of strewberries. 


"Since we've been in the >rogrem we hrve added to our hove + ae bed, 
# chifforobe, & cheirs, a swing, a redio, 2 rugs, end - icebox, We onic far 


them by selling cream, mert, lerd, eggs, chickens, sweetootrtoes, ex run, cone 
seed, and dev lobor. 


"She children are doing rerl well in sehool » they never mise - 
They ere lote of help ~ the cirl keens our record book rnd they both helo ¢ 
lot with the vork." 


Cees D. Here is the story told by a project nomemalker: 


"In 1938 we farm on shares 7nd make 5 beles of cotton, The Lenclord 
he teke it all. He did not went us to vlent food on the land, %e hed no 
seed, no fence - we hed no cow either, We only hed 6 chicltens snd 1 hoe 
“@ hed nothing to ent but e Little mest end cornbresd. ‘ie herd no inives 
end forks onc only 1 zless oleate and & tin ones, Uy oldest boy pot dewn ond 
coule not walk. Our suvervisor fired 1% eo ve could heve tis tonelia t-lren

year. We have 2 milk cows snd 3 heifers. We sold loco end 1. netfer jest
